training theirchildren further to its practice

of the son and the pleasing (but diabolicall 
enforced) performance (?) of the son shail 
enrich the father and give illustration to 
lago’s sentiment of “ Put money in thy 
purse.” We have no right to Kick our 


dog, because it is our dog; nor have we any 
right to put purgatory or entail the chance 
of suffering and imminent danger on our 


children, because they are ours! There 
is a well-known adage of ‘ Train up achild 
in the way he should go,’ etc., anda child 
could as easily be brought up to some 
other practice as the villanous one of un- 
doing the works of the Creator—and re- 
garding asa foible life and limb. 


A Trapezian complains that we have at- 
tacked exclusively his class; that assertion 
is false, and if he will refer to the article, 
in Nos. 791 and 792 (which for his in- 
formation we beg to say was of our wri- 
ting), he may see this, for we have there 
spoken of others than his ; we have spoken 
for instance, of pantomimists, of Joey Grim- 
alda, of Parsloe, of Mons, and Madame 
Poietivin, etc. etc. ete. And furthermore 
had A ‘l'rapezian read with attention, he 
would have seen that we had not yet done 
writing of the subject and his patience 
should have been brought into requisition 
until we had our cackle out, then he might 
have began with this difference, that one 
cause of complaint he. need not’ have 
cackled about, nor have brought his 
powers of caligraphy and rhetoric into 
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action to express. However, something 


further we had to say, he will find we have 
amalgamated with these remarks: “S” 
has said that these performances are fool- 
ish in the extreme ; so they are; there 
is nought in theme either of the moral or 
the intellectual, and though A Trapezian 
like a Goliah has balanced himself into the 
opposite scale to weigh down B. W. W. 
the Goose, the latter yet trusts to find a 
clear road from the giant-man to maintain 
his place among the accorded principles of 
weights and measures. Justice has not 
dropped her scales, though hope may pro- 
mise that Fortune will not turn her wheel 
into the ruts. We write in defence of our 
own views and those of S, and even A 
Trapezian himself cannot deny and has not 
denied, the soundness of them, so nearly 
allied as we are to the fare of Michaelmas!

Making reference to the 
fiction of the great Parisian romancist, 
however, may, by persons of particular 
and concise tendencies be deemed inade- 
quate in a matter ofanalogy with an actual 
circumstance, (but what is told of Martin, 
though a romantic relation, is nevertheless 
a mirror of truth). Therefore will we 
make more stable and consistent our as- 
sertion, by transcribing a certain fact of 
the kind which occurred at Montpelier, in 
Paris, and was duly reported by the public 
press. It is this: A wooden-lezged 
mountebank appeared in the streets of 





Paris, some weeks since, and had for com- 
panions, a “ huge woman” the unqualified 
possessor of a “ monster beard,” being 
deemed a “ phenomenon,” a “ young” and 
* very thin” with a ‘curious and comical’ 
physiognomical appurtenance, and a child 
seven years of age, ‘very sad’ looking, 
who evinced a great terror in the presence 
of the lion and the lioness of the band— 
the said wooden-legged potentate and she 
of the monster beard. It appeared the 
wooden-legged mouptebank was culpable 
in enticing away this very sad looking lad 
(who instead of going straight home from

Why, he was kidnapped and 
his bones and body speedily contorted and 
made sore, so that they should become pli- 
able to serve the wooden-legged mounte- 
bank's purposes in converting the lad into 
a junior mountebank, a contortionist @ pe- 
tite, and pigmy gymnastic wonder! And 


all this was affected, too, by dint of - 


threats, a suit of fleshings, and coaxing, on 
the part of the wooden legged mountebank 
aud great physical pain, bone racking, etc. 
on the part of the perhaps culpable lad. 
The child was so narrowly watched by he

themselves of the difficult task that is set 
them by their tutors. The audience have 
little thought, we will dare say, that in this 
metropolis while the little equestrian is en- 
deavouring to delight them with its 
smiling face, upon the Jeast defalcation of 
its alloted task was actually receiving those 
very lashes which they,—good, simple, 
easy people—considered were being aimed 
only at the horse !—and this, too, till the 
blood has trickled down the young eques- 
trian’s limbs. We shudder in our hu- 
manity at such a course of cruelty and 
again denounce entertainments which en- 
tail such as unworthy the patronage and 
countenance of our so-called enlightened 
British public. Even the “ Wild Horse,” 
so represented to be sometime since at one 
of our large theatres was not a horse of ge- 
nius, but a hard-prest animal goaded and 
sent on its mad career not of free will, but 
of necessity and by a propelling power. 
Out upon these practices we say—we re- 
cognize none such in the category of either 
genius or humanity ! 

We trust in the foregoing we have said 


cal Journal, The training of dogs, mon- 
keys, etc., we answer, is as with human 
beings—alike a cruelty, a cruelty that 
should be discontinued and unpatronized.
